Holy greetings saints of God 
every where: 


The year 1981, has offered 
many joys and occasions in our 
great church for which we give 
praise to God. 


It is again my privilege as 
General Secretary of our great 
church to officially announce 
the 74th Annual Holy 
Convocation of The Church of 
God in Christ, November 3-13 at 
National Headquarters in 
Memphis, Tennessee. This will 
be a glorious occasion and we 
look forward annually with high 
anticipation to the wonderful 
fellowship and holy festivities 
surrounding our great Holy 
Convocation. It is that season of 
the year when the saints around 
the world convene in_ this 
southern metropolis where 
headquarters is set to share the 
soul thrilling revival, healing 
service, spirit filled service and 
teaching ministries in these well 
planned training service and 
evangelistic services. The 
Presiding Bishop and General 
Board have expressed deep 
concern for the total spirit uplift 
of the saints of God and the 
projection of the pentecostal 
experience. Time has_ been 
alloted when doctrinal 
participation and messages will 
be brought by soul preachers of 
the doctrine. 


The office of the General 
Secretary will be prepared to 
register all delegates: namely 
general delegates, persons 


by 


attending the General Session 
and worship service but have not 
been an elected delegate by their 
respective jurisdiction to the 
General Assembly; (and General 
Assembly delegates) persons 
elected by their jurisdictional 
assembly to deliberate and vote 
in the General Assembly. 


Our computerized registration 
will assist us in several areas. To 
better serve the delegates of the 
church a_ photo-badge with 
certain information will be 
supplied to every delegate. A 
daily computerized print-out 
will furnish us _ with vital 
information on all delegates such 
as jurisdiction, position, name, 
address, hotel where they are 
staying in Memphis. while 
attending the convocation. Also 
it will help us to determine the 
number of persons attending the 
convocation; thereby, reflecting 
numerical strength of our 
church. This is a continuation of 
the projection for a 
computerization of the office of 
The General Secretary. In order 
to assist in under-writing the 
cost of the specialized service, a 
nominal registration fee will be 
passed on to the delegates. The 
revenue from this operation has 
enabled the Office of The 
General Secretary to cover the 
cost from the funds generated 
and to make a_ substantial 
financial contribution to the 
National Church Budget as the 
record will reflect. The support 
of wonderful delegates has made 
this possible. We appreciate your 
response in the pass and request

Dear Co-laborer: 
Greetings in the name of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 


I have striven diligently to unselfishly lead our Church for the past 
twelve years. I have been honest in all of my dealings and I am 
not ashamed of my past performance because no man can 
truthfully say that I have been dishonest with the Church’s funds 
nor have I, intentionally, ill-treated anyone. If I Have made any 
mistakes, they have been honest ones and if I am made aware of 
them, I will humbly apologize and make restitution. 


Every project I have undertaken has been in the interest of the 
General Church and not for personal aggrandizement. For the 
past several years I have been trying to get the members of the 
Church to cooperate with me in the God-given vision of Saints 
Center. We have, through the support of a few of us, been able to 
purchase about seventy (70%) percent of the land needed for this 
development. It is, however, very crucial that we purchase, 
immediately, the remaining needed properties, especially since 
developers are concentrating on purchasing the same property we 
need. 


The thing, however, that makes it more crucial that we act at this 
time is some of the land we acquired was purchased from the 
Memphis Housing Authority with the understanding that we 
would make use of the land as we proposed within a certain time 
limit. That time limit has been revised several times and has 
presently expired. Therefore, we will either have to make use of 
the land now, or return it to the Memphis Housing Authority. 


I cannot build and develop Saints Center alone, neither can you. 
However, if each of us would do all we can for the expansion of 
the Lord’s work it would be a very easy task. As I am writing this 
letter I hear the air-hammers cutting out the concrete floor for 
updated fire escapes in our downtown headquarters, that we are 
in the process of renovating for the use of our “All Saints 
University” we hope to open in the not too distant future. 


The latest effort for fund raising put forth in our Church is a 
request for at least five-thousand (5,000) individuals or 
congregations, to donate one-hundred ($100.00) dollars per 
month for twelve (12) months. 


I am begging you to please be one of these regular 
contributors, whether monthly or weekly, with whatever amount 
you are able to send. I do, however, hope you understand that 
conttibutions have to be CONSISTENT and NOW. Make all 
checks payable to CHURCH OF GOD IN CHRIST - SAINTS 
CENTER.

‘stinkin thinkin.” Equipped 
with warm, homespun humor 
and a Southern drawl he 
crouches and lowers his voice to 
tell these pastors, ““Every once in 
awhile some of my Christian 
brothers will come up to me, do 
a fast halo adjustment, and say, 
“How do you reconcile all that 
talk about money with 
Christianity?” And I’ll say, “It’s 
easy. I believe God made the 
diamonds for his crowd, not for 
Satan’s bunch.” 


Zig is one of many accomplished 
success gospelers who makes a 
living telling others that the fine, 
ripe fruit of prosperity is for 
them too.

The 
mix of “In God we trust” and “I 
can do anything” is seen at such 
motivational seminars as_ the 
Success Unlimited Rallies, which 
alone have attracted 150,000. 
Here, favorite speaker Ziglar 
doesn’t mind flashing his 
sparkling cufflinks among these 
greater masses. 


Success Unlimited Magazine, 
which sponsors the rallies, was 
cofounded by W. Clement 
Stone, an elderly, self made 
insurance entrepreneur who 
strongly believes in “action,” the 
self-coined phrase ‘Positive 
Mental Attitude” (PMA,) and 
‘“‘Whatever the mind can 
conceive and believe, it can 
achieve.”

The American Heritage 
Dictionary of the English 
Language define commission as 
the act of giving authority to 
carry out a particular task or 
duty. Or granting certain 
powers. 


“And Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying, all power is given 
unto me in heaven and earth. Go 
ye therefore, and teach ll 
nations, baptizing them in the 


“name of the Father and of the 


Son and of the Holy Ghost: 
teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: and, lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world. Amen” 
(Matthew 28:18-20.) 


“But you shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is 
come unto you: and you shall be 
witness unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 
(Acts 1:8) 


“O son of man, I have set thee a 
watchman...therefore thou shall 
hear the word at my mouth, and 
warm them from me...if thou 
does not speak to warn the 
wicked man from his way, that 
wicked man shall die in his 
iniquity; but his blood will I 
require at your hand” (Ezekiel 
33: 7-8.) 


“Ye are the salt of the earth... Ye 
are the light of the world...Let 
your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good 
works, and glorify your Father 


which is in heaven.” (Matthew

The above commandments are a 
few that serves as the badge of 
authority for every personal 
worker. The better home, the 
better community, the better 
city, the better world will not 
evolve through political and 
social efforts alone. There must 
be a spiritual thrust, on the part 
of all Christians. When the 
individuals become committed 
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Part I 


Stone, who quietly has given 
away thousands of dollars to 
various Christian ministers, tells 
audiences they can accomplish 
the impossible by following the 
basic principles--assuming they 
will not violate “the laws of God 
or the rights of fellowmen.”’ It is 
asserted that everybody 
understands and agrees on these 
game rules. 


The basic principles reflect vague 
jargon: 1. “Recognize, relate, 
assimilate, and apply principles, 
systems, techniques, and 
methods from what you see, 
hear, read, and experience that 
can help you toward achieving 
your desires or goals; 2. Motivate 
yourself at will and motivate 
others to motivate themselves to 
desirable thoughts and actions 
by applying proven principles, 
systems,...”’ etc. 

But audiences don’t have to 
worry about immediately 
unlocking these concepts or 
practically applying the rags-to 
riches talks (which resemble 
joyous Christian testimonials.) 
During the eight-hour session, 
they can shop at tables bearing 
the secrets of success in $50 to 
$100 cassette-tape packets and 
such “‘how to” books as Ziglar’s 
See You at the Top, which has 
already netted 300,000 buyers. 


Another frequent speaker on 
these circuits is Robert Schuller, 
pastor of the Crystal Cathedral, 
Garden Grove, California, and 
creator of “ossibility thinking.” 


Although Schuller 
communicates a fuller Christian 
message to those who attend his 
Orange County church, what he 
proclaims at a Success Unlimited 
Rally is that one must simply 
“believe” to “turn scars into 
stars.”’ This translates that faith 
in self has the ultimate power to 
mold one’s destiny. 


Curiously, many who come to 
these rallies are in such direct 


sales businesses as Amways, 
Home Interior and Gifts, 
Shaklee vitamins, and Mary Kay 
Cosmetics-many of which were 
the creations of enterprising 
Christians. Many Christians 
participate in these 
businesses-usually part-time. 
Perhaps this is because direct 
selling offers income to Christian 
mothers who opt for working 
from the home, or because the 
church community is a natural 
marker for selling, or simply 
because, as a group, evangelicals 
still believe in the work ethic. 


Ziglar, Stone, and Schuller are 
the biggest Christian fish in the 
motivational pond, but many 
others echo a similar message. 


I recently received six pieces of 
promotional material for 
success-oriented books. They 
included California business 
consultant Michael J. Jaress. 
Congratulations, You Made It 
Again (“It is a complete study of 
the deciding factors governing 
success... happiness...prosperity,’’) 
George Shinn’s The Miracle 
Motivation (Tyndale-“‘Discover 
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what you want out of life-and go 
for it!’-Shinn should know; his 
main credential is ownership of 
some thirty cooperations,) and 
editor Dottie Walters’ The Pearl 
of Potentiality (true stories from 
twenty-four women who caught 
that pearl and from whom “you 
will learn how to overcome 
every obstacle...’’) 


What rings flattest in Christian 
motivators who market 
self-improvement to the public, 
is that they capitalize on one 
facet of the gospel-the self-image 
of each person-apart from the 
other facet-that we are worth 
very little in God’s eyes apart 
from the Lord Jesus. This 
inflating of one’s belief in ‘“‘self” 
could hamper the later goal ofa 
contrite heart. 


Another problem is that there 
just isn’t enough room at the top 
of the prosperity peak for 
everyone. And although 
“T-can-swim” motivation will 
keep a few drowning people 
afloat, most who trust their 
PMA need a _ better lifeline. 
Stewart J. Stambaugh, 
Mid-Atlantic president of 
health-care services for Service 
Master Industries, observes, “It 
seems to me the success message 
is the old behavioral 
modification idea, but it’s not

We tum our attention to the 
matter of grief. Jay Adams, in 
his writings on GRIEF AS A 
COUNSELING OPPORTUNITY 
said that a pastor does no 
counseling that is considered 
more exclusively his own than 
the counseling of people in grief 
(although recently, physicians 
and psychiatrists have been 
usurping his right by moving 
into this area.) 


If grief still is peculiarly within 
the minister’s province, we must 
be deeply interested in the 
nature of grief and what God 
wants us to do to help grief 
sufferers. Nothing less than a 
word from God himself can 
adequately meet the needs of a 
grief-stricken man or woman. No 
other profession impacts the 
family quite like that of the 
pastor. 


WHAT GRIEF INVOLVES 


Grief may be called a life 
shaking sorrow over loss. Grief 
tears life to shreds; it shakes one 
from top to bottom; it pulls him 
loose; he comes apart at the 
seams. Grief is truly nothing less 
than a life shattering loss, for in 
tracing the English word 
bereaved, the meaning is to be 
be-reaved, literally or borken up. 
Grief is a life shaking sorrow, 
but usually grief is not simple 
sorrow. Plugged into the sorrow 
are other emotions. During grief, 
emotions of anger, guilt and fear 
often are involved.

The answer to this question may 
be found in the Bible. One must 
recognize that the problems that 
teenagers are facing today are, in 
many cases only the outcome of 
a deeper problem. What causes 
teenagers to _ rebel against 
authority, to engage in illicit sex 
and other forms of what 
sociologists call “delinquent 
behavior?”’ The answer to this 
question will lead one to the 
root of teenage problems. 


Social psychologists and others 
derive at explanations that are 
marginal at best. They tend to 
say that the cause of people’s 
problems is_ biological 
(hereditary,) psychological 
(mental,) sociological (i.e. family 
disorganization) or economical 
(poor neighborhood, school, 
etc.) These are all factors to be

This is one of the many things 
that can happen to one when 
you walk away from “God.” I 
sat in church, Sunday school just 
like many of you. I played 
church cause it was expected of 
me coming from a church home. 
I chased the musicals, the 
shouting and dancing, the sisters. 
I heard the word but I failed to 
hide it in my heart. 


I backslid from the church, 
walked out on God, from 1953 
to 1979. I plunged deeper and 
deeper into sin and misery. 


I quit school in my senior year. 
Satan afflicted me with the 
rebellious spirit at the same time 
I left home. No one could tell 
me anything, I had ants in my 
pants. I was just going to see the 
world. I knew the way back to 
the church. 


Satan didn’t tell me, and little 
did I know, it would be many 
years of misery and pain. And 
only the Grace of God, along 
with the fervent prayers of the 
saints, stayed the hand of the 
death angel. All this time, 26 
years, the people of God and my 
family kept me before the Lord. 
My mother anointed my shoes 
and asked God to give me no 
peace until I come home. God 
heard my mother’s prayer. I ran 
from Chicago to Seattle, 
Washington and never had a 
peaceful’s night sleep until I 
came back to the Lord. 


Satan hit me with one of his 
mightiest demons, the dope 


demon. This took control of my 
spirit, soul, and body. I joined 
the Air Force, began smoking 
weed and dropping pills, trying to 
hang out. I got kicked out with a 
bad discharge and six months at 
hard labor. Returned home, got 
deeper into drugs, still running. 
Got arrested and sent to prison. 
I got my body clean, but the 
dope demon had my mind. I had 
begun shooting drugs. “‘Heroin!”’ 
While confined, I tried chanting 
Muslim prayers and reading 
books on _ positive mental 
attitudes. I tried everything but 
a CLOda 


I left prison in Jackson, 
Michigan and fled to Chicago. 
God’s hand was still on my life. I 
prowled the woodlawn area with 
the Black Stone Ranger Gang, 
smoking weed, drinking cough 
syrup, dropping pills, beating 
everybody, never being able to 
stay in one place. 


The gang didn’t allow the use of 
Heroin. I quit the gang and 
started back shooting heroin. 
Sent to prison Stateville. I came 
out of prison, running. Back on 
drugs again after a few weeks. 
Running past churches, too 
stubborn and proud to bend my 
knees. 


Having death come for me when 
I overdosed three times but the 
power of prayer stayed his hand 
through prisons, one night 
missions, empty abandoned cars, 
burnt out condemned buildings, 
greasy kitchenette apartments, 
sleeping on 24 hour subways, 


considered, but they fail-in 
directly striking at the root of 
teenage problems. 


The Bible lets us know that the 
primary root of men’s problems, 
teenagers included, is sin. Sin, of 
course, is satanic. A sinner is one 
who has the nature of the devil. 
He or she is influenced by evil, 
destructive forces. These forces 
ire spiritual in nature. 


Tackling teenage problems, 
herefore, requires engaging in 
spiritual warfare. Ephesians 6:12 
puts it this way: “‘For we wrestle 
not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high 
places.” You must know what 
youre up against. It’s not a 
stubborn teenager. But, a spirit 
of stubborness. It’s not some 
rebellious kid. But, a spirit of 
rebellion. 


When you know what you’re up 
against, you can deal with it. 
Spiritual problems require a 
spiritual remedy. You must fight 
fire with fire. In other words, 
spiritual tactics must be used to 
uproot these problems. 


Natural methods are not 
effective against evil spirits. You 
cannot whip a spirit. You cannot 
put a spirit on punishment. Nor 
can you lock a spirit up. You 
can do these things to a person. 
But, if you have not dealt with 
the evil, spiritual influence 
behind the person’s behavior, 
they will continue in their evil 
doings. 


Saved parents who are having 
problems with their teenage 
children, need to recognize this 
important truth. Use the 
spiritual weapons that God has 


roaming tired and foot sore, 
greyhound and train stations. 


Empty, lonely, no _ peace 
anywhere, hurting, always 
hungry. 


Fighting the bitter, biting cold 
of the hawk in Chicago’s frigid 
winters with no clothes, God 
spared me. Praise His name! 
Someone was praying. In 1976, 
the dope demon took my mind 
and I became a crazed animal. In 
my condition I tried to commit 
suicide by cutting my throat 
with a spoon, tried to kill myself 
by hanging myself from bars, 
even tried to flush my head 
down the toilet stool in my jail 
cell. 


God heard the prayers of his 
people and stayed the hand of 
death and restored my mind. 
Yet when this was over I went 
back to drugs, T’s and blues, and 
whatever else I could get, worse 
than I had been before. 


I wanted to die, but was afraid 
because I knew there was a hell,

provided to_ resolve these 
difficulties. II Corinthians 10:4 
says that “the weapons of our 
warfare are not carnal, but 
mighty through God to the 
pulling down of strongholds.” 


What are the weapons of our 
warfare? One of them is prayer. 
When Paul talks about putting 
on the whole armour of God, he 
also mentions “praying with all 
prayer and supplication in the 
spirit...” (Eph. 6:18.) So prayer 
is a Spiritual weapon that can be 
used to combat teenage 
problems. 


But notice how prayer is to be 
offered: In the Spirit. What 
other way are you going to deal 
with the evil spirits that 
influence teenagers? It is 
through praying in the Spirit 
that such influence is broken. 


Romans 8:26 says, ‘‘Likewise 
the spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not 
what we should pray for as we 
ought: but the spirit itself 
maketh intercession for the 
saints according to the will of 
God.” The word “infirmities”’ 
means weaknesses. When you get 
weak from wrestling with the 
problems teenagers pose, the 
Holy Spirit is there to strengthen 
you in your inner man. He is 
there to help you pray, when 
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you don’t know what to pray or 
how to pray. He is there to help 
you intercede for that person. 


Sometimes the intercession will 
be with groanings or words that 
cannot be uttered in articulate 
speech. You may begin to pray 
in other tongues as the Spirit 
gives the utterance. Such prayer 
is sure to bind the power of 
Satan and loose that precious 
teenager in Jesus’ name. 


So pray. Pray in English until 
the Spirit gives you that 
supernatural language to pray in. 
Pray day and night. Pray week 
after week. Pray month after 
month. Pray year after year. 
Pray until there’s a release in 
your spirit and joy in your soul. 
Pray until that teenager has no 
other choice but to open their 
eyes, turn from darkness to light 
and from the power of Satan to 
God, receive forgiveness of sins 
and an inheritance among them 
which are _ sanctified (Acts 
26:18.) 


There’s something about prayer. 
The Bible says, “‘the effectual 
fervent prayer of a righteous 
man availeth much” (Jas. 5:16.) 
Sometimes this doesn’t seem to 
be the case. When you start 
praying for someone, they may 
get worse. But, don’t worry. 
That’s just the devil about to 
make his exit. 


It may look like that teenager 
isn’t getting better. But, don’t go 
by looks. Walk by faith and not 
by sight (II Cor. 5:7.) Faith 
looks not at the things that are 
seen (II Cor. 4:18.) For the 
things that are seen are temporal 
or temporary. Temporary things 
are subject to change. And that’s 
What prayer does. Prayer 
changes things!

between grief and despair. Once 
again, quoting from Rev. Mr. 
Adams’ pulpit speech-Nutley, 
1971. Grief, on the one hand, is 
proper and good according to 
the scriptures; despair on the 
other hand is quite wrong. In I 
Thessalonians 4:13, the believer 
is given the basic information 
about death and the resurrection 
that they need, precisely in 
order to prevent sorrow from 
turning into despair. Here, Paul 
spoke of “grieving” but not as 
others who have no hope. The 
Greek word lupeo that is 
translated either “grief or 
“sorrow” is simply the general 
word for “pain.” Paul says that 
believers should experience pain 
over loss, yet not as others who 
have no hope. 


He is interested in steering the 
true course between an 
unbiblical stoicism that stifles 
emotion and the despair that 
comes from lack of hope. 
Christian grief lies in between. 
This grief is a painful sorrow 
that issues in an _ honest 
expression of one’s feelings. Yet, 
even in the midst of these 
intense feelings, the believer may 
look with confidence beyond 
the tragedy to its solution in 
Christ. Faith, in the midst of 
grief, looks to the cross yet and 
says “I believe that it shall be.” 
The believer, therefore, has 
anticipation in the midst of 
sorrow. It is just this element of 
hope or anticipation that is 
lacking in despair. Indeed, faith 
and hope may grow tall in the 
rich soil of grief. 

To prevent grief from turning 
into despair, the pastor shares 
the Christian hope with the grief 
sufferer. He reminds the grief 
sufferer that the blessed hope is 
firm, for it rests upon the death 
and resurrection of Jesus Christ. 
He points them to that which is 
beyond death. He shows them 
again that there is more to life 
than physical life. He reminds 
them not only that there is life 
after death, but also that there 
will be new physical life, a 
resurrection.

going to change a life as Christ 
can change it; it’s just going to 
change some behavior in that 
life,...and it will lack depth.” 


Phil Landrum, staff member of 
Christian Business Men’s 
Committee, put it another way,

them.” 


For example, from Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, Kenneth and Gloria 
Copeland want you to know 
that Christ’s death became our 
“deed” to all the elements of 
royalty-especially health and 
wealth. Copeland, on _ his 
television show, thanks God for 
his blessed Cadillac. Gloria, 
author of God’s Will Is 
Prosperity, explains their stance: 


“Isaiah 1:19 says, “If ye be 
willing and obedient, ye shall eat 
the good of the land.” The word 
willing has become a passive 
word in our thinking. Actually, 
in this Scripture, it is an action 
word. It involves a decision. If I 
said, “I am willing to live in 
divine health,’ I wouldn’t just 
mean, “Well, if somebody slaps 
it on me, I'll live in it.”” No. IfI 
am willing, I have made up my 
mind to live that way. I have 
determined, “I will live in divine 
health. I’m not willing to be 
sick.”’ 


“Tf you make up your 
mind-make a quality 
decision-that you are not willing 
to live in lack, but that you are 
willing to live in divine 
prosperity and abundance, Satan 
cannot stop the flow of God’s 
financial blessing... Redemption 
from the curse of poverty is part 
of Jesus’ substitutionary work at 
Calvary. He paid the price for 
my prosperity-a heavy price. I 
will not scorn any part of his 
work. I deeply appreciate every 
benefit that his sacrifice 
provided for me” (Italics added.) 


In physical appearance Gloria 
isn’t some weirdo on a Street 
corner.
